This 
industrial history has left a legacy of pollution in the community.

Today the Ironbound still suffers from the cumulative 
burden of environmental pollution from many sources 


Ironbound is home to: 

More than 100 contaminated land and hazardous waste sites 

A Superfund site that contains the world's largest concentration of dioxin 

The state’s largest garbage incinerator 

Major highways, including the NJ Turnpike and Routes 1&9 

Over 15,000 truck trips daily from Port Newark and Elizabeth 

Newark Liberty International Airport which brings noise and air pollution 

Very little green space, trees, or parks 

e Numerous chemical plants, power plants, and the largest sewage treatment plant in NJ

Through the years, Ironbound residents have organized for environmental justice 


Ironbound Committee Against Toxic ~ 
Waste (ICATW) - In 1981, ICTAW fought == 
to clean up toxic waste in the neighborhood, > 
and to prevent new polluters from coming in. 
ICATW stopped 3 out of 4 purposed 
incinerators from being built here, including

Passaic River Community Advisory Group (CAG) - In 2008, ICC and residents helped 
organize strong public participation in the Passaic River cleanup. 
They helped form the Passaic River CAG which provides the 
community a forum to identify issues that affect area residents, 
cleanup workers, and the health of the River. You can learn more

Save the Park at Riverbank (SPARK) - In 1996, residents 
organized to prevent Riverbank Park from being demolished and 
worked to have it protected as a historic site. You can learn

Residents continue organizing to stop new polluting facilities from 
being built. They prevented other incinerators and waste facilities 
from coming to the Ironbound.
